“Whitaker Wright, the Man Who Swindled All England Out of $1 


His Life Was Not Less Start- 
ling or Dramatic Than His 
Tragic Death by Prassic Acid 
Immediately Following His 
Conviction and Sentence to 
Sében Years Imprisonment.

NEW YORK, Jan. ®.—The dramatic 
Geath of Whitaker Wright, one of the 
greatest swindlers in history, just after 
his condemnation to prison on Tuesday, re- 
calls the daring attitude he assumed in 
New York a few months ago when he was 
fighting against extradition to England. 

I saw and talked with him in the Ladlow 
etreet jail. A burly man, with huge shoul- 
ders, a girth suggestive of good living, and 
a heavy face, In epite of his distress he 
gmoked costly cigars and played the part 
of a substantial man of affairs, too secure 
in his position and too philosophic to be 
efraid of courts or prisons. He folded his 
fat hands over his knee and, between puffs 
of tabacco smoke, shook his big head at a 
eensorious and envious world. 

Te I had done in America what I aid 

Hugiand,’ he said, “there would have 
mo trouble about it. The English 


are mot good sports. They don’t know 
hew to lose gracefully.” 

How comfortably squat and serene he 
waa, this juggler of millions! How lke

American money market! 

“It wasn't my fault that people got crazy 
about the shares of my companies,” he con- 
tinuied.+ ‘It wasn’: my fault that they be- 
Tieveéed the properties to be worth more than 
they, really were worth. Now, was it?” 

It ‘was hard to look if that impressive 
countenance—so suggestive of Wall street 
respectability—and believe that an ordi- 
nary rogue was talking. 

“In England every dollar represented of a 
share of stock must be ‘up. That's 
the trouble. Here in America It is different. 
Things are done every ‘in New York 
which, in England, would send men to pris- 
on. Surely a man ought not to be tmpris- 
oned because of a mere legal té¢hnieality."’ 

He hoped then to cheat the Taw as 
he afterwards cheated it when he gave his 
lifeless body to the English jailers. Know- 
ing the attitude of American stock gpecu- 
lation and its captains—a man must learn 
to take losses cheerfully—he hoped to 
arouse sufficient prejudice in his favor to 
prevent his extradition.

When Mr. Wright came to jAmerica on 
that fateful trip he was accompanied by his 
niece, Miss Browne, who went to Philadel- 
phia after her uncle’s arrest and remained 
there. It had been said that the prisoner 
claimed to have letters in his possession 
which would compromise the name of King 
Edward if his prosecutors in England 
Mr. Wright told me 
that he had no such letters, and that he 
had uttered no such threat, but begged me 
not to say anything about the matter, as 
the use of the King’s name in any form 
wauid hurt him. However, he made a vig- 
orous defense of his niece, who h been 
with him from the beginning of his trou- 
bies, and whose relationship to him has 
been questioned. 


LIKE A PAGE OF FICTION. 


The story of this Ameérican’s‘ life, of his 
skill in befooling the .shrewdest men in 
England and of his punishment seems like 
a page torn from fiction. Even in the hey- 
day of his power he attracted the atten- 
tion of the novelist. It was Mr. Wright 
who was supposed to be the “Stormont 
Thrope’ of Harold Frederic'’s “The Mar- 
ket Place,” and here is Mr. Frederic's de- 
scription of him: 

“His triumph was 6o sweeping and com- 
prehensive as to be somewhat shapeless 
to the view. He had a sense of fascinated 
painswhen he tried to define to himself 
what its limita would probably be 

“Vistas of unchecked expanding conquest 
stretched away in every direction. He held 
at his merey everything in sight. Indeed 
it rested entirely with him to say whether 
thing as mercy at 
all. 

“Thorpe was of a burly and slouching fig- 
ure. Bis face, shrouded in a high-growing, 
dust-66Jored beard, invited no attention. It 
was thick-featuréd, tmmobile, undisting- 
ulshed.’’ 

A casual visit from the King of Englanu 
helped to bring a hundred million dollars 
Into the coffers of a plunger. A quarrel 
between the plunger and his bosom friend 
resulted in the loss of §$110,000,000 to the 
king's subjects—dukes, peers and men of 
financial affairs. The plhlinger was Whita- 
ker Wright. 

He wae the principal figure in a catas- 
trephe which shook the financial world of 
England to its center. 

It even brought about a crisis 
House of Commons. 

It caused the death of the Marquis of 
Dufferin and of Lord Loch, and the ruin 
of many prominent families. 

It occasioned the suspension of thirteen

wealthy families. 


It gave birth to a titanic struggle between 
these who sought to hide their dealings 
and those who fought for publicity. 

On one side there was royalty itn Buck- 
ingham Palace and Whitaker Wright, the 
plunger. 

On the other were the forces of law, 
backed up by the desperation of men who 
had been practically ruined. 

And behind all was the inevitable woman 
in the case—the pretty niece of Whitaker 
Wright, who was suspected of concealing 
many milllions of dollarg im a pink Indian 
shawl. 

This is an epitome of the career of the 
vast London and Globe Finance Corpora- 
tion, condyated by Mr. Whitaker Wright.

geremncies Wright, large, double-chinned, 

dogy-xheated. gray-haired, bull-necked and 
dent in his generation, arriyed in Lon- 
don from Australia about six yéars ago. 

He had. a scheme in his brain—a scheme 
which he had worked to a successful issue 
in Australia, and which had borne h'm 
great returns. It was nothing less than 
the flotation of mining and other companies 
on the English market. He had millions 
of dollars behind him. 

There was undoubtedly a market here 
for such a venture. Mr. Ernest Terence 
Hooley had already broken a dazzling bub- 
ble over London, which had bespattered 
the names of many peers of the realm. 
Why could not Mr. Whitaker Wright do

English peers are always ripe for foreign 
ventures. The kingdom is choked with 
the estates of ancient families, willing to 
risk all upon the turn of.a card in a gam- 
bling game, to recoup their vanished for- 
tunes. 

Mr. Wright appeared to, know this. He 
set about his scheme with great adroitness. 
He established a magnificent house {n Park 
Lane, furnished it grandly, littered it with 
objects of art and peopled it with servants. 

Here was the ground work of his ven- 
ture.

It was necessary to inspire 
the public with confidence. He schemed 
right and left to obtain the names of men 
high in the affection and regard of the 
British people. He lost no opportunity to 
induce them to join the board of directors 
of the London and Globe Finance Corpo- 
ration, the name of the company which he 
had formed on paper. 

The Marquis of Dufferin—greatest of Eng- 
land's diplomats—was made chairman of 
the company. “Lord Loch, one of the best 
known “noblemen of England, followed the 
lead of Dufferin and took stock in the en- 
terprise. Other men of high rank jumped 
in, and the scheme was upbuilt upon a foun- 
dation of names which were synonymous 
— all that is square and honorable ina 

usiness sense. 

About this time there blew breezily into 
London one Joseph Kauffman, a mine ex- 
ploiter from Australia. He, too, had float- 
Boned pra and had thrived thereby. 

r right fraternized with him, 
dined with him, schemed with him, and it 
is said they became bosom friends—one in 
every business intent and purpose. 

With a score of soliti names behind it, 
the London and Globe Corporation took on 
an air of prosperity. It rented pretentious 
and important offices, and its fame was 
bruited about the London Stock Exchange. 
As yet, however, the general public, deal- 
ing ever through the big brokerage firms, 
kept aloof.

The great plunger Sets yacht 
called the Sybarite, et ‘chartered ) by 
George Gould of New York City. 

He cruised about tthe Clyde and the 
Mediterranean, making friends and per- 
fecting his plans. Such string-pulling and 
stone-turning has not been seen in HEn- 
gland in many a day. 

One evening off Cowes Mr. Wright stood 
at the gangway of his yacht waiting for 
King Edward, then Prince of Wales, to 
come and sup with him, 


The following day all England knew that 
King Edward had visited the Australian 
financier on board his yacht That was 
enough for English investors. To plunge 
into Whitaker Wright’s schemes: became 
more or less a fad with the London specu- 
lators. 

The Duke of Connaught, a brother of 
Kings Edward, bought 150 shares and set 
the bal! fairly rolling. 

The Rt. Hon. Arthur Balfour, Premier 
of Great Britain, was on Wright's list for 
1000 shares.

There was no imitation of Mr. Ernest 
Terence Hooley’s methods by Mr. Wright. 
He understood what was good form and 
what was bad form in speculative finance. 

Mr. Hooley in his day had considered it 
necessary to have a large secret press 
fund and to buy up city editors and pro- 
fessional blackmatilers. 

Mr. Wright was less vulgar - ‘his rela- 
tions with the financial press, 

In addition to the London and Globe 
Finance Corporation, the parent company, 
with a capital of $1,000,000, Wright formed 
the West Australian Exploring and F'- 
nance Corporation with $1,000,000 capital. 

These he consolidated and increased the 
Capital to $8,000,000. A wing was added on 
each side. There was the Standard eom- 
pany with a capital of $7,500,000, and the 
British American Corporation with another 
$7,500,000, In rapid succession Mr. Whitaker 
Wright then floated the following com- 
panies:

To describe the 
plot of an Ibsen play is no easy matter 
since, simple as it may seem, it is almbst 
baffling in its sub-surface complexity. And 
furthermore, in practically all of Tbsen's 
dramas the action begins long before the 
play itself; that is, much of paramount im- 
portance antedates the period of the first 
act. Thus, the Ibsen dramas are dramas of

NEW ELECTROPHONE TEST 


Joseph Chamberlain’s Speech Heard 
in Halls Four Miles 


Away. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch, 


(Copyright. 1904, by the Press Publishing Co.) 
LONDON, Jan. 30.—While Joseph Cham- 


berlain was addressing a meeting in the 


Guild hall his speech was also being heard 
at two concert halls, each four miles away, 
in different directions. 

On the Guild hall platform electrophone 
transmitters were arranged, and Mr. Cham 
berlain’s words were distinctly audible to 
the stenographers in the other two halls, 
who dicated to typists, and their copy was 
read from the stages by two professional 
elocutionists, one reading for ten min- 
utes, the other studying the part of the 
speech to follow. 

The experiment was most successful, the 
finish of the reported speech bei read 
only a few minutes after Mr. Chamberlain 
sat down. The Evening News issued an 
electrophone edition, containing a verbatim 
report, which was on sale fifteen minutes 
‘after the delivery of the speech. 

Manager Booth of the electrophone com- 
pany was well pleased with the result. He 
says he has two great ambitions, yne to 
see the electrophone introduced into the 
House of Commons. The other is the in- 
vention of a loud sounding receiver to so 
magnify the voice of the speaker as to 
enable the specch to be audible to another 
audience without the intervention of sten- 
ographers and elocutionists.

Sam Rosenthal and Morris Feinberg, who 
visited Jefferson City and Chicago to dis-

While Capt. Boyd was in command of 
the Carr street police station Rat.ran was 
his chief assistant and dealt with Adolph 
Fein, the convicted vice-president of the 
Hebrew Jefferson Club, whenever Capt. 
Boyd was absent. 

After Capt. Boyd's removal from the force 
Ratigan was transferred to the Tenth police 
district and later to the Soulard “street 
station, where he ts now doing special work. 

According to admissions of Rosenthal and 
Feinberg, who were active spirits in the 
Hebrew Jefferson Club, they were selected 
as emissaries, the former to go to Chicago 
and the latter to Jefferson City. Rosentha! 
was given a pass over the Wabash and 
Feinberg one over the Missouri Pacific by 
Ratigan. One of the passes was obtained, 
they state, through the office of the chief 
of police; the other through Andrew Gaz- 
zolo, Jr., now speaker of the House of 
Delegates.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan. 39.—Dr. R. E. 
Graham, recent bacteriologist of Missouri 
University, announced today the results of 
three years’ experiments for the purpose 
of ascertaining if it is within the range 
of scientific possibility to cure or prevent 
hog ¢cholera® 

His conclusions are that the disease can- 
not be cured by medicine, but can be pre- 
vented by innoculation. Dr. Graham has 
discovered a method of innoculation which, 
from results so far obtained, promises to 


be as effectual in prevéhting hog cholera 

as vaecination has been for smallpox. 
Assisted by Dr. W. R. Shaefer of Colum- 

bia, he began his experiments three years 


ago by innoculating guinea plgs accord- 
ing to principles similar to those recently 
adopted by the authorities of the State « 
Agricultural College to prevent Texas fe-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—President Fran- 
cis.and the St. Louls World's Fair came 
in for a merry time of it at the Gridiron 
Club dinner tonight. 

‘This cl composed of forty Washing~- 
ton correspondents, gave its second din- 
ner of the ees and its ninteenth an- 
mual feast ak the Arlington Hotel. The 
list of guests was remarkable, even for 
@ Gridiron dinner. Among t present 
were President Roosevelt, President Fran- 
Gs, nearly every member of the cabinet, 
Senator Cockrell and many of his col- 
leagues in both branches of Congress, army

Supervisor Carter Will Not Permit 
Company to Burn Its Lights in 
Southwest St. Louis While Luna Is 
in Her Prime. 


Following the receipt of bids next Tues- 
day. another contract for lighting the roads 
and parks in the extreme southwestern 
part of the city will be entered into be- 
tween the city of St. Louis, a lighting 
company and the Man in the Moon, 

The contract wil] be for one year and 
will take the place of the one in which the’ 
city, the Welgbach company and the Man 
in the Moon now figure. 

The name of the Man in the Moon does 
not appear on the old contract, nor will it 
appear on the new one. But nevertheless 
he is quite as important a factor as he was 
on the memorable occasion when Mayor 
Ziegenhein felicitigusly remarked: ‘‘We got 
a moon yet, ain’d it?’’ . 

The Man in the Moon part of the con- 
tract is a result of the astronomical and 
economical proclivities of Thomas B. Car- 
ter, supervisor of city lighting. Mr. Carter 
doesn't believe the city should be paying 
for 82-candle power gaslight when the 
Man in the Moon is beaming down with a 
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several-million candle power effulgence, 
and lives up to his belief. Under the old 
contract the city pays $11 for each lamp 
for each 1000 hours that it burns. BY 
prohibiting gas light when there is moon- 
light the supervisor estimates that about 
$1000, or almost one-third of the entire bill 
for the year, was saved to the city in 1903. 

Mr. Carter is careful not to permit the 
gaslight man to pit his little lamps against 
the moonbeams—and charge for it. He is 
a student of the almanac, and on the first 
of each month he mails to the gaslight 
contractors a statement showing on what 
nignts the moon will shine if it lives up 
to its habits. At the end of the month the 
Dill for lights.must agree with the number 
of night bours during which the moon did 
not shine. 

The contract that is to be renewed Tues- 
day is known as “the little Welsbach con- 
tract."” The Man in the Moon does not 
figure in the details of the “big Welsbacnh 
contract,’”’ which is for lighting the greater 
— of the city west of Jefferson avenue. 
Sut the Man does figure in the Carondelet 
Gas Light Co.’s -year contract for 
lighting. the city south of Keokuk street, 
although the city gets none of the advan- 
tage. According to the terms of this con- 
tract, the gas company is permitted not 
to Kght up on moonlight nights, and if 
the company chooses to do so anyhow, it 
is none of the city’s business; for payment 
is made at a certain rate per year for 
each lamp, regardless of how many hours 
it burns. This contract wil) expire in 1906. 
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try four more years of Rooseyelt—if it 
can.

One large municipal building, or group 
of smaller municipal buildings will be 
erected on the block bounded by Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Market and Chestnut streets, if 
the plans of Mayor Wells and the special 
municipal commission of architects soon to 
be recommended to the City Council are 
carried out.

- TWO CHILDREN WERE BORN. 

In a year or two Mrs. Holbrook-Chanda- 
ler-Du Barry came back to the United 
States, flitting from Columbus, Ind., to 
New Albany, Ind., and back to New York, 
where there Was some affair with an Ital- 
lan whose name is unknown. Then she 
went back to Europe and married the Ba- 
ron Von Roque. There was talk that he 
beateher and ran about with other women, 
so she left him. 

After that she wag the wife of an at- 
tache of the British legation in Teheran, 
Persia, ; 

But now she is back in England under 
the name of the Baroness de Roque. This 
is theh istory of the mother of Mrs. May- 
brick. 

The Maybricks got along pretty well to- 
gether. The wife became the mother of 
two children, and husband apd wife were 
said to be very loving. But March 29, 18389, 
Mrs. Christina Samuelson heard Mrs. May- 
brick say: 

“I'll give it to him hot and heavy for 
speaking to me like that in public.’ 

It was a spat about going to the Grand 
National with a Albert Brierly, who had 
been stopping at the same hotel with them. 


SAID SHE HATED HUSBAND. 

It was about the same time that Mrs. 
Maybrick said that she hated her husband. 

But this all came out later. Nobody eus- 
pected anything was out of the way. No- 
body knew there was an Albert Brierly. 
April 27, 1889, Maybrick began to get sick. 
He htd just come back from the Wirall 
races, where he had got chilled. 


HIS WIFE NURSED HIM. 


He took some medicine prescribed by a 
Dr. Fuller of London and dispensed by h 
chemist. He was a great man to tako 
medicine anyhow. Mrs. Maybrick nursed 
him .and rubbed his hands wheh he com- 
plained of numbness, and called him her 
silly old darling. 

He got better and then worse, got out to 
business, and when she sent him some 
beef tea in his office he took sick again. 

Eleven days before *e died, he wrote a 
long, rambling letter to his brother, Mich- 
ael, in London (the Stephen Adams of 
“Nancy Lee’ fame) and told just when the 
first symptoms of sickness attacked him, 
how he was atacked with numbness and 
rigidity of the limbs. He said: 

‘‘This time Dr. —— can't say I arm guffer- 
ing from a violent attack of indigestion.”’ 

Michael was called down te see his 
brother. He found James in bed attended 
by a nurse. 


MRS. MAYBRICK WAS STARTLED. 


Mrs. Maybrick met him and his brother, 
Edward, and went with them to the bed- 
room. 

Michael said: 
ting treated: properly. ” 
started and “sald: 

“What do you mean?’ 

Michael said he thought James ought to 
have another hurse. She said she thought 
she had a right to nurse her husband, and 
she had done s0. 

Two doctors ahd a nurse were called by 
Michael the next day. The new nurse said 
a few things to Michael, and he took away 
a bottle of brandy and a bottle of meat 
extract. Then he went out into the gar- 
den.’ When he came back he found Mrs. 
Maybrick changing some whisky from one 
bottle into another with a wide mouth and 
a different label. 

“How dare you do such a thing?'’ Michael 
asked. 

He saw there was a sediment in the 
bottle. 

The nurses were changed again, but Mr. 
Maybrick got no better. 

May 11, he died. 


BABY DROPPED LETTER, 


Just a few hours before that event, Mrs. 
Maybrick gave a letter to Mrs, Alice Yapp, 
the nursemaid, to post. It»was addressed 
to “A. Brierly, Esq., Huskisson street, Liv-

erpool.’’ The baby with the nurse maid | 
dropped the letter in the mud, or the nurse 
said so. Thinking to put it in a clean 


envelope, she tore off the muddy covering 
and read the penciled letter. 

It called him “dearest,”” “my darling,” 
assured him that “he” did not suspect, and 
urged Brierly not to leave England without 
seeing her. 

‘The nursemaid gave this to Edward May- 

brick, and from that moment Florence 
Elizabeth Maybrick was in danger of her 
life. 
A few hours later James Maybdrick aied, 
and the new-made widow was watched like 
a hawk, but no step was taken toward her 
arrest. The police watched her, and, 10 
days afterward, when she was ill » bed 
professing to be prostrated by her Las 
bereavement, she was arrested. 

She was told that she was only a witness 
to clear up the suspicions attached to her 
husband's death. When it leaked out that 
she was suspected of having killed him, the 
neighbors protested strongly against so 
harsh a course by the police and the rela- 
tives of the dead man. 


LETTER HER UNDOING. 


‘The letter to Brierly was the chemical 
agent which precipitated all the evidénce 
hitherto in solution. Only for the dropping 
of the love letter to Brierly the case would 
have fallen. 

It became known that about April 20 
Mrs. Maybrick went to.a chemist’s shop, 
or. drug store, as it would be called in 
America, and bought a dozen fly papers, 
saying the files were getting troublesome 
in the kitchen. ,Now the cook swore that 
the files were not troublesome, which they 
would hardPy be .at that time of the year, 
and, to cinch the point, it was never men- 
tioned by the defense at the trials. 

Fly paper contains arsenic. 

The housemaid found these fly papers 
soaking in a bowl and remembered it at 
the trial. 

A week after the fly paper was bought 
Mr. Maybrick fell ill, presumably as the 
result of an overdose of medicine pre- 
scribed by Dr. Fuller, the family physi- 
clan., He had two bottles of this med'- 
cine, one at his house and one at his of- 
fice. Chemical analysis afterward proved 
that the bottle at home had arsenic in it, 
while the one at the office had not. Neither 
bottle originally contained arsenic, ac- 
cording to the prescription. 


FLYPAPER IN THE CASE. 


The next day a Dr. Humphreys was 
called in, Mr. Maybrick being sick again. 
April 29 he was better. 

On that day Mrs. Maybrick bought two 
dozen more fiy papers. It couldn’t have 
been more than from ten to fifteen days 
before that she had bought a dozen. 

April #® Mr. Maybrick went to  busi- 
ness and the next, and the next after 
that. 

May 1 some “Du Barry’s Food” was sent 
to his office in a jug. When it was ex- 
amined afterward, though the jug had 
been washed, there was some arsenic stick- 
ing to the rim. May 2 some beef tea was 
sent to him at his office from home, and 
he was ill after taking it. On May il, 1889, 
Maybrick died, the letter to Brierly was in- 
tercepted and the authorities began to 
close in upon the suspected wif@” 

Arsenic in powder and liquid solution was 
found concealed in her home and a wom- 
an’s dressing gown—her own—with arse- 
nical stains upon the sleeve. 


HUSBAND WAS JEALOUS. 


The servants of the house testified 
against their mistress. 

It was proved also that, just before death, 
Maybrick was suspicious of his wife’s in- 
terest in Brierly. Tenants testified to a 
violent quarrel between them,. in which 
Brierly’s name was used by Maybrick in 
angry tones. 

On the trial, the defense fought over 
every inch of the ground. 

Many witnesses summoned by the accused 
woman testified to purchases of arsenic by 
Maybrick in person for his own medical 
use. 

Strangely enough, Mr. Maybrick’s symp- 
toms were not exactly those of arsenical 
poisoning, whfle the amount of the drug 
found in the body did not quite constitute 


ja fatal dose.

MRS. MAYBRICK’S ONLY 
INTERVIEW IN PRISON

Secured for Post-Dispatch by Harriet Hubbard Ayer and 
Caused Renewed Efforts in Prisoner's Behalf. 


In all her 15 years of imprisonment Mrs. 
Maybrick was interviewed but once, though 
newspaper correspondents repeatedly made 
efforts to see her. It was the late Har- 


riet Hubbard Ayer, in England, on a com- 
mission from the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World,- who succeeded where #0 
many others had failed. 

As a direct result of this remarkable 
journalistic feat renewed interest in Mrs. 
Maybrick’s case was aroused in the United 
States and efforts to secure her release, 
which had flagged for several years, were 
redoubled. ' 

Some of the interesting passages in Mrs. 
Ayer'’s account of her visit to the noted 
prisoner are here reproduced from the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch of Aug. 17, 19%: 


Accompanied by one of the lady visitors, 
I reached Aylesbury prison at the appoint- 
ed time. 

Mrs. Maybrick was about 2% years old, as 
I recollect it, when she was convicted for 
the murder of her husband. She has been 
in prison 13 years and is the erefore at least 
approaching her #th birthday.

“Do you mean,” asked, “that your 
mother ia not permitted to kiss you?” 

“Oh, nO-never, It is 13 years since I 
have felt the touch of my dear mother’s 
handa, even.” 

Mra. Maybrick is a Nttle over five feet 
in helght. She oannot possibly weigh 
over $80 pounds, Her face has the deadly 
waxen look which long deprivation of 
sunlight and fresh air inevitably pro- 
duce.

World’s Fair officials hope that when 
James W. G. Langerman, commissioner of 
Morocco to the World's Fair, arrives in 
the United States next month, he will make 
clear to them what part Morocco will take 
in the Exposition. A cablegram from Mr. 
Langerman in Gibraltar yesterday stated 
that he would reach Boston Feb. 12. 

At present the officials do not know 
whether Morocco is to have a national pa- 


| vilion or to be represented by a Moorish 


show on the Pike, for which, it is reported, 
Mr. Langerman will ask a concession. 

The facts of the Morocco case as they 
stand at present are: 

First, that the Sultan of Morroco gave Mr. 
Langerman $50,000 and promised him $50,000 
more for Morocco’s participation. 

Second, that Mr. Langerman brought to 
St. Louis last spring a letter from the Sul- 
tan, which he translated to mean that the 
Sultan gave him authority to spend the 
money as he saw fit, although another let- 
ter from the Sultan to the State Depart- 
ment was translated as meaning that Mr. 
Langerman was authorized to build a na- 
tional pavilion. The Exposition company 
accepted the former view. 

Third, that Mr. Langerman selected a 
site for the Morocco pavilion last May, and 
in the fall A. H. Danforth, his assistant, 
upon returning from Morocco, gave up the 
site. 

Fourth, that a mysterious shipment of 
freight marked “Morocco Exhibits’’ is held 
in New York awaiting payment of charges. 

When asked regarding the report that 
Mr. Langerman would seek a concession 
for a Moorish show, Secretary Stevenson 
of the Exposition company said yesterday: 


Inquiry Brings 
No Information. 

“We have heard the report regarding the 
concession, but we know nothing offi- 
clally. We have not been informed whether 
Mr. Langerman will return and ask a site 
for a Morocco national pavilion or for a 
Moorish show. 

“When Mr. Danforth, who was Mr. Lang- 
erman’s assistant, returned to St. Louis he 
surrendered the pavilion site which had 
been assigned, but that was not done in 
writing.”’ 

James W. 8. Langerman, upon whose 
word the whole matter hinges. was United 
States vice-congul at Tangiers, on the north 
coast of Africa, when he was employed by 
Thomas W. Cridler, European representa- 
tive of the Exposition, to carry an invita- 
tion to Mohammed Ben ElArabee El-Azeez, 
Sultan of Morocco, from President Roose- 
velt and President Francie to participate 
in the Exposigion. 

It was when he returned from this 
trip last spring that he visited St. Louis 
with his letter from the Sultan and the 
site for the Morocco pavilion was se- 
lected. 

He also brought an Arabian horse for 
President Francis, which was described 
as a gift from the Sultan. While here 
he entertained lavishly, Exposition offi- 
clals being among his guests. 

His own accounts of his visit to the 
Sultan of Morocco at Fez were tr#ill- 
ing. He made the ride with a band 
of attendants overland from Tangiers 
through a country full of revolution- 
ists, belne compelled to cut his way 
both in and-out at a cost of 800 lives. 

When he returned to Morocco during 
the summer he took ag presents to 
his friend, the Sultan nceluding an 
photographie outfit costing 


several thousand dollars.

Rare Tea and 
Mysterious Cakes. 


The tea was a glorious blend—the first 
picking of the tenderest leaves of the tea 
plant, real basket fired, ‘“‘spider leg Jap,” 
as the tea merchants call it. It is the kind 
of tea that is not given in this country 
with a whole set of dishes for 40 cents a 
pound. The tea was worth ten times that 
amount 

The cakes served with the tea were 
queer-shaped confections, as large as an 
American silyer dollar, iced, sweet, queer- 
ly spiced and oddly flavored and, above ail, 
mysterious. They were Oriental cakes. 

Mr. N. Kanzaki, secretary of the Japan- 
ese commission, himself a guest, made the 
explanations to a representative of the 
Post-Dispatch, for the absence of some of 
the Japanese customs at the tea and said 
in further explanation: 

“In Japan the tea room is covered with 
beautiful matting, and the guests sit on 
cushions. Not a particle of dust is allowed 
to get into the tea room. Before enter- 
ing the tea room the guests remove their 
shoes, or else the hostess furnishes them 
silk overshoes. Mr. and Mrs. Otsuka did 
not expect their guests to remove their 
shoes, 

“We use the green tea. We make it 
very mild apd do not use either sugar, 
créam or lennon. 


How to Serve Tea 


as the Japanese Do. 

“The Japanese tea service indludes one 
teapot, one cooling pot, in which a little 
of the boiling water is cooled, five: tea- 
cups ana a hibachi to heat the water. 
“We do not pour boiling water over 
the tea, as the Americans and Chinese 
do. Botling water spoils the tea. We 
first cool just a little in the cooling 
pot, until it is hot, but not to the boil- 
ng point; then we pour this over the 
tea and let it steep a few minutes; then 
add boiling water and fill the cups. ° 
“In Japan it is considered ill bred to 
talk business at a tea. There is no set 
rule as to what the conversation must 
be about, so long as it is of a social 
and refined nature; but business must 
not be discussed. It is not considered 
ood, form to laugh boisterously or talk 
oudly in the tea room. The conversa- 
Spe sad laughter must be low and sub- 
ved. 

“The tea ceremony was introduced Eo. 
the time of Hideyoshi Toyotonei, some 
400 years ago. He was a great warrior, 
and at that time all Japan was warlike 
and men were ambitious. The Emperor 
did not consider it good for the coun- 
try. So he introduced the tea ceremony. 
He urged men to go to the tea rooms 
and meditate. He made the tea rooms 
very beautiful, filled them with beauti- 
ful pictures and plants in order tg brin 
them near to the heart of nature, an 
to peocuse in them calmness and tran- 
quility of mind. 

"I think the tea ceremony has done 
much godd for Japan and for the tran- 
quility of the nation.”

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JAPAN MUST SHUN 
TRUCE OF THE BEAR 


London Traveler Says Only Hope of 
Weaker Nation Is to Precipi- 
tate War at Once. 


Dr. Peter George Paul Attias, member of 
the Royal Geographical Society of London, 
is the guest of A. du Bouchet of 2221 Lo- 
cust street. 

Dr..Attias made a walking tour of the 
world between 1897 and 1900. He traveled 
over 40,000 miles by foot and 28,000 miles 
b¥ sea in the interests of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society and to decide a wager 
for the London Sporting Society, of which 
he is a member. 

He was the guest of President McKinley 
and of President Rooseveft, then governor 
of New York. 

Dr. Attias js much interested in the 
threatened war between Japan and Rus- 
sia. He is of the opinion that if Japan 
hopes to win, her chance is at present. 

“The Transsiberian Railroad is in bad 
condition now because of the cold and the 
snow. Russia would have a hard time to 
oe her land forces across country,’ he 
‘said. 

“But let Japan not wait until May. The 
Japanese are good soldiers, but they can 
not expect to win from such a power as 
Russia, 

“While I admire the Japanese, for the 
sake of the white race I. should dishke 
to see the Mongolian race advance towards 
Europe.”’ 

Dr. Attias is of Greek parentage, but was 
born in the northern part of Africa. His 
home, has been for years In London. He 
speaks 14 languages. 

Vhen he started on his noteworthy tour 
he went East from London, crossed the 
British channel to Belgium and visited Eu- 
ropean countries. 

rom Russia he went into Asia. Four 
months were spent in China. Australia 
was next visited, then back to London 
and across to America. He crossed the 
United States, visiting Baltimore, New 
York, Albany. Chicago and western cities. 
For more than two years he was accom- 
panied by two St. Bernard dogs, Cerberus 
and Hector. One of these died on a Utah 
desert. The other he was compelled to 
shoot. 2 

He traveled south after crossing the 
United States, visiting Mexico, the Central 
American states and the countries of South 
America. He returned by ship to Europe 
from South America. 

He wore out 32 pairs of boots, but fin- 
ished his tour 30 days before the time 
scheduled for hyim. His expenses on the 
journey were $55,000. 

He employed four men as secretaries and 
attendants, but it was necessary for him to 
change men several times. Six of them 
were killed on the journey, one in an acci- 
dent in the Cordilleras. 

His health was good, but he suffered 
much inconvenience in the way of food. 
At times he was accompanied by soldiers. 
A number of South American revolutions 
were in progress when he visited there and 
once it was necessary for 4 soldiers to 
give him protection. 

He made scientific observations en route 
for the Royal Geographical Society. 

His training for his long journey was 
secured in Africa, where he explored for 
three years before he was commissioncd 
by the Royal Geographical Society to serve 

1em. 

He its a graduate in medicine from the 
University of Paris, but does not practice 
his profession. He is 35 years of age, but 
has the appearance of a man 10 years 
younger. 


LIED TO SAVE ANOTHER. 


Four Times Sentenced to Four Years’ 


Imprisonment for Perjury. 

SOUTH M’ALESTER, I. T., Jan. 20.— 
Judge Clayton of the Central district, 
sentenced Fam Tims of Booneville, Ark., 
to four years in the federal penitentiary 
at Fort Leavenworth, on the prisoner en- 
tering a plea of guilty to a charge of 
perjury in the case of the United States 
aguinst Eugene Stambaugh, tried and ac- 
quitted here a year ago for the killing of 
Mike Marshall. 

Tims was a strong witness for the de- 
fense, claiming that he had gone up on 
the porch of the store where the Killing 
occurred, and that through the window he 
saw Marshall reach for a shotgun with 
which to shoot Stambaugh.

Miss Nethercutt Says Young Hypno- 
tist Took Her Clothing to

CHICAGO, Jan. 80.—Merle Netherqutt, 
the girl who claims to have \peen enticed 
from her home in Logansport, Ind., by 
Claude Laverty, has told a strange story 
to Judge Chitraus. 

She explained how the young hypnotist 
had performed at Logansport and induced 
hey to accompany him from her home on 
the promise that he would secure for her 
a good stage training. 

The girl said that Laverty immediately 
began to exert his mysterious influences 
over her, and she was unable to resist him. 
They traveled through several states, and 
she acted as his subject during the exhibi- 
tions given by him. 

Arriving at Chicago, he began to inject 
cocaine into her arms,.she sald, and she 
was unable to resist him. 

Assistant State’s Attorrey John Newcom- 
e rasked the witness to explain her feelings 
under the double influence of cocaine and 
hypnotic suggestions. She said she felt 
light and care free and drowsy, and unable 
to resist the man who held her. in his 
power, 

She told of being commanded to remove 
her coat while walking on a public street 
in daytime.

She 
says she also obeyed Laverty’s order to 
Oo to #he west side and purchase cocaine 
n a Madison street drugstore.

other personal effects, she said, were given 
to Laverty while her mind was under his 
control, 

It was while journeying back to visit 
her parents for the holidays ‘that the girl 
mataged to free herself from the alleged 
mysterivcus influences. 

A trap had been prepared, the girl re- 
turned to Chicago with her parents and 
Laverty was captured.

Relics, Photographs and Rare Docu- 
ments Will Form Part of Display 
by University of St. Louis. 


Relics, photographs and rare documents 
from the archives of Jesuit institutions in 
the United States and Canada, now being 
gathered for a World's Fair exhibit by 
VPather John C. Burke of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, will tell the tale of struggle and 
privation by which St. Louis became the 


educational and religious center of the 


Loulgiana Purchase territory. 

The story will begin in 1683 when Pere 
Marquette floated down the Mississippi 
efter canoeing through rivers from the 
great lakes and Canada. 

It will tell how as late as 1808 Ste. Gene- 
vieve Was regarded as a larger and more 
promising town than St. Louis, 

St. Louis University is the institution 
from which the .civilizing work of the 
Jesuits emanated to all corners of the pur- 
chase territory. The historical papers and 
pictures which trace ite work are scat- 
tered from Montreal and Quebec to. New 
Orleans. They are closely guarded in many 
institutions. 

Father Burke has been commissioned by 
the’ university to secure them for the uni- 
Wersity’s historical and educational exhibit 
in the Bdaucation and Social Economy bulld- 
ing at the Fair.

The Equitable building at the north- 
west corner of Sixth and Locust streets, if 
present negotiations do not go awry, will 
pass to the control of new owners within 
the next few days. 

The details of the transaction, it ts un- 
derstood, have been completed and the con- 
veyance will’ be made with the ratifica- 
tion of the sale at the general offices of 
the Equitable Life InSurance Co. in New 
York. 

The company hasno real estate agents 
in St.\Louis, and the negotiations are being 
conduéted through Hendricks & Estes, 
its local insurance representatives. Mr. 
Hendricks would neither affirm nor deny 
the report. He, however, practically ad- 
mitted that a deal involving the sale of 
this property is pending. 

The consideration, it is sald, will be in 
the neighborhood of $800,000. 

It is the opinion of real estate men that 
the property will go to a syndicate or to 
one of the wealthy estates which has been 
investing extensively in fees and lease- 


Vholds' in the business district during the 


past two years. 

The MoMillan, Liggett, Hart and other 
estates are mentioned in this connection. 

The building is located at what is prac- 
tically the hub of the business center, and 
has always been a gilt-edged investment. 
It is 10 stories high and occupies 114 feet 
on Sixth street by 144 feet on Locust street. 
The construction is fireproof throughout. 
The cornice lines were formerly marked 
by an array of allegorical figures.

It was “Mr."' Fitzsimmons that sat 
there, not Bob Fite the fighter. He was 
80 much a plain ‘“‘Mr."’ that there was noth- 
ing in his appearance or demeanor which 
could suggest his bitter and bloody career, 
which is about to have its prosaic ending 
in a cafe. 

On the contrary, a fair guess at his 
identity would lead the unacquainted to 
pay. that he was a well-to-do farmer, barr- 
ing the fashionable cut to his clothing. 

He had the agrarian blood-rare complex- 
ion, the reticence and the deliberate actions 
that usually are features of the man who 
makes his fortune with the plow and 

Broad shoulders he had; but that stamp 
of visage which is supposed to be peculiar 
to the prize fighter was absolutely want- 
ing.

“In another column on this page is republished an article 
from the Evening World giving the records of two issues 
defined by the Democratic party—the tariff and the free 
silver issues.

OVER EMPHASIS AGAIN. 

“The college professor who is married,” says President 
Harper of Chicago University, “will do“ten times as much 
good as one in his position who is-single. If he has three 
or four children he will be still better, for he will be a 
stronger man.” 

If this is true, bachelor professors must get married or 
quit teaching. If tho bachelor is worth only one tenth 
as much to his students as the married man it is a w rong 
to keep him in his chair. 

But perhaps President Harper speaks tropically. He 
probably means that marriage is good for any man and 
therefore is beneficial to a college teacher. He certainly 
doesn’t mean that a bachelor is so nearly worthless as he 
would be if his value were only one tenth what it would 
be if he were married. 

The habit of exaggeration and over-emphasis is not found 
only among the immature and half-baked. Men of culture 
and experience too often indulge it. They use the superla- 
tive degree when the comparative would be better and the 
positive best. They magnify their preferences by. using 
striking contrasts of number. President Harper says one 
man is ten times as good as another just as the child ex- 
presses preference for jelly cake by saying it is ten times 
as good as pound cake. The child is blameless, but should 
not mature men, men with beards, college professors, for 
instance—should they not put away childish things?

Let us measure Mr. Bryan’s sconce of thought and state- 
ment, as well as the quality of his Democracy, by one of his 
assertions that can be tested by the record. ““We have logt 
more elections,” he declared, “‘on the tariff issue than on 
any other issue, and yet the reorganizers would have us 
return to it.” 

The Democracy never lost a presidential election on the 
tariff issues before the civil war. The tariff was not an 
issue during the war and reconstruction periods. It played 
some part in the campaign of 1880, when Hancock said that 
the tariff was a ‘docal issue,” but that was the time when 
a Republican statesman announced the great truth that 
there was “one more President in the bloody shirt.” The 
Democracy won the election in 1884. Jt lost im 1888, and that 


Was the only presidential election, In the whole history of 


the country, that it ever lost on the direct issue of the tariff, 

But what sort of defeat was that? ‘Grover Cleveland rTe- 
ceived a popular plurality of 98,017, which was 25,334 more 
than he had received in 1834, when he was elected. He 
carried Connecticut and New Jersey; he lost his opponent's 
own state of Indiana by only 2348 votes, and he lost New 
York, thanks to certain well-known local causes. by 13,002. 
A change of less than 7000 votes in this state would have re- 
elected him. 

The Democrats came out of that campaign united, defiant 
and hopeful. Within a month after Harrison’s inauguration 
they carried Rhode Island. In November of the same year 
they carried Iowa, New Jersey and Ohio, and reduced the 
Republican majority in Massachusetts to 6775. The next 
year they carried Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, ITlinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Montana, Nebraska and Oregon, and, 
for their sins, elected Mr. Bryan to Congress. In the fol- 
lowing presidential election, in 1892, they swept the country 
by such an overpowering majority that they could have 
won without the votes of New York, New Jersey or Con- 
necticut, all of which they carried. 

That was the result of a campaign ‘of education on: the 
tariff question. How about a campaign of education on 
silver?’ In 1996 Mr. Bryan lost every northern state east of 
the Missouri river, and Maryland, Delaware, West Virginia 
and Kentucky in addition. He even lost Manhattan Island— 
something that no Democratic presidential candidate had 
ever succeeded in doling since the birth of the Republican 
party.. The Democrats were beaten again by a series of 


majorities unprecedented in our history, in the state elec- ~ 


tions of 1897. 1898 and 1899. In 1900 Mr. Bryan was buried 
under a popular plurality of 849,79, which was 245,936 more 
than the-adverse plurality of 1896, and he Achieved the 
distinction of being the only candidate of a great party in 
American history, with a single exception, who received 
fewer votes the second time he ran than the first. 

Since then the tide has continued to rum against Democ- 
racy except where the malign influence of Bryanism has 
been shakeft off. Mr. Bryan has now lost his own state, 
his own congressional district, his own county, his own city, 
and we believe his own ward. He has left the Democrats 
without a single senator from any northern state outside 
the Rocky Mountain mining camps and the party is now 
in a minority even there. The majorities against his policy, 
not only in the East, but in the great states of the Middle 
West, have'been greater than anything ever known, even 
in the darkest days of the civil war. 

That is the result of a campaign of education on the silver 
question. Such a campaign on the tariff question converted 
the people in’ single year, because in that case the Democ- 
racy was right. But when you are wrong the longer your 
campaign of education lasts the fewer the votes.

ers. who was made, in a sense, nationally 
famous by a ballad song. 


For 60 years the Joe Bowers song has 
been popular. Other ballads set to music 
have had their little day, raged as popular 
pieces for a time, and passed away. The 
Joe Bowers ballad, born in California dur- 
ing the early days of the gold excitement 
on the coast, is still sung, and at least the 
first stanza is known to nearly everybody 
who is approaching middie age or has 
passed that period. 

The olf song reproduced above is re- 
sponsible for the fact that Pike County. 
Mo., will have a sepurate building at the 
World's Fair, being the only county in the 
United States thus represented. 

Pike County lies along the Mississippi 
river, beginning about 70 miles north of 8t. 
Louls. Immediately across the river is 
Pike County, Il., the scene of the “Pike 
County Ballads” of John Hay, now secre- 
tary of state, who wrote the celebrated 
“TAttie Breeches,”” “Jim Bludsoe,”’ “Banty 


Tim” and other Pike pieces more than 
thirty years ago. 

The Missouri Pik wever, ig the most 
famous county of that name in the United 
States, and chiefly because the Joe Bowers 
song, with its “I come from old Missouri, 
all the way from Pike,”” has caught and 
hela the popular fancy with sych tenacity. 

Residents of that county, wherever they 
may go, are known as “Pikers,”’ and it is 
suggested by Director of Concessions Nor- 
ris B. Gregg that the name of “The Piké” 
for the midway feature of the World's Fair 
may have been selected because Pikers 
are gich good fellows. 

Pike County people have wandered to 
nearly every part of the earth, but there 
is a remarkable feeling of fellowship bde- 
tween Pikers, which finds expression in the 
organization of clubs and “colonies’’ in 
several cities. 

In St. Louis there Is the Pike County 
Colony, composed of more than 200 sub- 
stantial citizens who used to live in Pike. 
It was at the late annual banquet of this 
colony that the first action looking toward 
the placing of a Pike County building at 
the World's Fair was taken. 

The suggestion was made, there was 
some Joe Bowers talk, and it was unani- 
mously voted that Pike should have \her 
building. Col, D. P. Dyer, president of 
the colony, immediately appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with the Exposition offi- 
clals, and President Francis of the Expo- 
4ition has just assured the committee that 
the Grounds and Building Committee has 
approved the idea and that the World's 
Fair will be pleased to grant a free. site 
for the bullding. 

It has been decided that a commodious 
log cabin. comfortably finished and fur- 
nished, to represent the pioneer home of 
Joe Bowers, will be the form of the build- 
ing, which is to be constructed entirely of 


Pike County logs and other material from 
the home county. 

At present the identity of Joe Bowers is 
not capable, apparently, of clear proof. 
Many Pikers and others intgrested in the 
matter endeavored to ascertain who was 
the author of the lines, and if there ever 
was a real Joe Bowers who was “all the 
way from Pike.”” Amongst those,who have 
interested themselves in the researches-are 
Congressman Champ Clark of Bowling 
Green, Mo., the county seat of Pike; Hon. 


preme court of Missouri, now postmaster at 
Louisiana, the largest city in Pike County, 
and Col. D. P. Dyer, United States dis- 
trict attorney at St. Louis, and president of 
the Pike County Colony. 

Judge Fagg, who is now an octogena- 
rian, went to California a few years ago 
and sought to trace the Joe Bowers ballad 
to its source. In San Francisco he found 
a man who declared himself to have been 
well acquainted with the author of the 
ballad. This man said that a variety actor 
and singer named John Woodward, was 
the author. Woodward, he averred, wrote 
the lines and first sang them in San 
Francisco, and later all up and down the 
coast. For years, according to this author- 
ity, Woodward sang the song as his own. 
Hundreds of others took it up, and the 
song soon spread all over the United 
States. 

Bret Harte, coming somawhat later on 
the scene, immortalized in prose some of 
the Californian gold seekers’ trials and trib- 
ulations, but the distinguished author never 
wrote a more pathetically humorous tale 
than that contained in the Joe Bowers 
verses,

With a net loss of two full points on the 
week's trading, Transit was the feature of 
the past week in the St. Louls stock mar- 
ket.

“It will be’ recalled that when the meth- 
ods by which money was sought from peo- 
ple for the ‘Lives of Presidents’ a year or 
more ago became so notorious as to con- 
stitute a public scandal, Gen. Grosvenor 
in injured innocence disclaimed responsi- 
bility for them. Over-ambitious publish- 
ers had abused his confidence, and al- 
though checks were made out to him and 
he had indorsed them, still he was as in- 
nocent as a cliild of the seamy side ef the 
transaction. Several senators pretended to 
accept this view of the case. 

“Their credulity recently received a se- 
vere shock when a new scheme of the 
same sort with the same distinguished 
name printed at the head of the note pa- 
per, made its appearance. Here is a sam- 
ple letter, with only the name of the 
member of Congress who was addressed 
omitted:

.“Grosvenor’s plea was that Elder and 
fis wicked associates were using Grosve- 
nor’s name without authorization. There 
was plenty of evidence that Grosvenor had 
written begging letters, had authorized the 
use of his name and had even urged the 
agents to greater activity, as he needed the

THE STORY OF THE TRAGEDY 


On the morning of Friday, Jan. 22, Capt. 
Cook, who runs a cab line in Bedford, left 
his house at 7 o'clock, and crossed the alley 
at the side of his house to go to the shed 
in which he kept his vehicle. Upon open- 
ing the gate his foot struck the head of 4 
dead woman, who was lying stretched out 
upon the ground, with her clothing thrown 
“up about her hips, her head lying in a pool 
of blood. 

Capt. Cook ran to the entrance of the al- 
ley and cried “Murder! Help!” 

In a few minutes the alley and the shed 
were crowded with people. : 

The body of the girl wae borne out. The 
ground was trampled down, and clews that 
might have led to the discovery of the 
murderer were wiped out. 

The identity of the girl was not discovered 
until she had been lying in the undertaker’s 
shop three hours. Then it was that friends 
of the dead woman identified her as Miss 
Sarah Schafer, teacher of Latin in the 
High School. 

The people of Bedford, and indeed, those 
of the county, and adjoining counties, are 
not to be trified with. This section of the 
country gave birth to the. “whitecaps,”’ 
end who offended the community found a 
bundle of switches on their doorsteps.

After Miss Schafer passed Capt. Aler- 
ander she continued her way north on L 
street. It is beliéved that after she had 
gone a few steps past the corner she 
turned back to go west on Fourteenth 
street to M street. This was her usual 
route to her lodgings. 

It was at this point that the man with 

the red mustache intercepted her. He 
had followed her progress, keeping on the 
opposite side of the street, and had crossed 
over when he saw Capt. Alexander leave 
her. 
Miss Schafer and the man with the red 
moustache walked west on Fourteenth 
street to M street. What they talked about 
can only be surmised from the crime 
which followed. 


By God,«You Will! 
Said the Man. 


When Miss Schafer left the Johnson 
house she wore a Tam-o-Shanter cap, gray 
In color. It was the only cap of the kind 
in Bedford and was particularly notice 
able. Even Capt. Alexander observed that 
she wore it when she passed him. 

About 6:20 o'clock Albert Diech, a mer- 
chant of Bedford, on his way home near 
the corner of Fourteenth and M streets, 
approached a woman in a gray Tam-o- 
Shanter cap, and a man in a long over- 
coat, who had a red mustache 

He heard the woman in the most em- 
phatic manner say: 

“I won't!’ 

To which the man replied in harsh, posi- 
tive tones: “By God, you will!" 
“I'll die first,”"’ the woman said. 
“All right,”’ replied the man.

The couple then passed beyond his hear- 
ing, but Mr. Diech looked after them cu- 
riously and noted their characteristics. 

A few minutes after Mr. Diech had heard 
this conversation a man in a long over- 
coat and a woman, who wore a gray Tam- 
o’-Shanter were seen on L strect, between 
Fourteenth street and the alley to 
the north by D. C. Short, who was 
walking. south on the opposite side of the 
street.

According to the best analysis of the 
crime by experts on the scene it probably 
occurreé tn this manner: 

The man with the red mustache had un- 
doubtedly made some proposal to the girl 
which was so repellant that a violent con- 
troversy ensued, They walked side by side 
to the alley entrarice. There the man 
stopped and faced the girl. He repeated his 
demands, and was again repulsed. In a 
spasm of sudden anger he threw his left 
arm around her and struck her on the fore- 
head. In the heel of his hand he carried a 
three-cornered piece of brick—about an 
eighth of an ordinary vitrified paving brick 
—weighing 8 ounces. This blow knocked her 
senseless and fractured her skull. Realiz- 
ing the enormity of his offense, he struck 
her again and again with the brick, at the 
game time half dragging, half carrying her 
into the alley and out of the way of the 
street lights. From the time she was 
etruck the girl had not uttered a sound, but 
at the first, when the man’s arm embraced 
her, she must have realised in a sense her 
danger and clutched at his face instinctive- 
ly. In doing this she srfatched from his up- 
per lip a few hairs of his beard, which 
were found in the death clutch of her left 
hand. 

In the meantime he had beaten at her 
head in a blind, senseless rage. He was 
fearful that she might regain consciousness 
and make an outcry.

country called its young men to arms. The fine inspiration. 
of our war with Spain for the liberation of Cuba was still 


in the national atmosphere. That was a glorious war. 
American bosoms thrilled with the magnetism of its appeal 
to lovers of freedom. But.the ironic consequence of the war 
to liberate Cuba was the temptation of imperialism, and 
the shapers of American national policy surrendered to this 
temptation. It was not the fault of these dead men. They 
enlisted as soldiers of a republic. 

And they died for empire. 

Grudgingly are the details of their sacrificing made pub- 
lic Dy the government whom they served. The press censor: 
ship of imperialism was a conf€ésion of the sin of imperial: 
ism. It was felt that the full facts of a republic’s war fot 
empire could not become known to the people without peri! 
to the new policy. Yet in some shape, when insistence 
became too acute to be ignored, some of these facts had to 
be made public. Even now, however, they are not known 
in their completeness. And wheg the funeral ships of 
imperialism come into their home ports, how reluctant is 
the government to furnish information that would reveal 
the entire significance of this unabated homecoming of the 
dead! 

The country is paying a bitter price for empire. It is 
paving far more than the price which had to be paid in 
order that Cuba should be set free. The record of casual- 
ties in the 
trast to a similar reeord of the war in the Philippines. 
There were 274,417 American soldiers enlisted for the 
war against Spain in Cuba’s behalf. The total American 
dead in this war—killed, died from wounds received in 
action, died from disease, etc.—was 2910. Even if the 
casualties of the navy are added to these of the army iu 
the Spanish-American war, there is an increase of but 20, 
bringing the total up to 2930. And this American sacrifice 
was for freedom’s sake. 

How appalling is the record of imperialism in the Phil- 
ippines by comparison. The total number of American so!]- 
diers engaged in the Philippine campaigns to date is 60,000. 
leas than.one-fourth of the total participating in the Span- 
ish-Ameriean war. Yet the death list of American soldiers 
in the Philippines reaches the total of 4854, or two-thirds 
more than that of the war with Spain, in which nearly 
five times as many American soldiers were engaged. 

But the comparison does not end here. 

The Spanish-American war for the liberation of Cuba 
terminated in 1898 and its records are made up and closed. 
The campaigns of imperialism in the Phillipines are still 
in progress and their blood-cost must continue to be paid 
for many Weary years. It is a permanent service, this 
voyaging of the funeral ships of imperialism across the 
direful waters thet lie betweeu a republic and its imperial 
eatrapy in the Orient. So, as well, is the accompanying 
service of government transports bearing fresh American 
troops to the Orient. The living go forth. The dead come 
home. The ships that carry the living away and that bring 
the dead home are kept busy.

Nast, the famous carioaturist, then United States consul at 
Guayaquil, died of, the fever,at this time. Mr. Wands and 
another unacclimated visitor, a young Englishman, were the 
only foreigners of recent urfival who escaped the plague. 
On one afternoon four guests of the hotel where Mr. Wands 
stopped were taken out for burlal, having died of yellow 
fever. 

In July of 1902 a fre had destroyed something like 25 blocks 
of buildings in Guayaquil, these buildings being largely of 
bamboo, in order to lessen the danger of collapse during 
earthquake shocks, and°the yellow fever epidemic followed. 
It is a peculiar fact that these disastrous fires, which occur 
every few years in Guayaquil, ave invariably followed by 
visitations of yellow fever. 

“On Sept. 18, 1902," says Mr. Wands, “having managed to 
get to Quito, the British consul wired me that I could pass 
through the quarantine if I came to Guayaquil at once. 
though all Houador’s ports were then quarantined and Ecua- 
dor herself had established a quarantine against Panama. 
believed to be the originating source of these epidemics. 
The gevernment kindly placed relays of horses at my serv- 
ica, and I rode the 200 miles to Guayaqull by successive 
tages, being In the saddle 32 out of 48 hours. 

“But the opportunity was past when I arrived at the end 
of my journey and again I was detained in Guayaquil. At 
one time I planned to escape by organiging a party to cross 
the Peruvian desert, a vast stretch of absolutely desolate 
country, Which ts, however, being gradually reclaimed by 
irrigation, but I was compelled to abandon this project. 


Traveling Difficalt and Dangerous 


“When the epidemis came to an end I returned for a time 
to Peru, and it was then, at the request of the Peruvian 
government, that I ‘visited the interior, going as far as 
Cuzco, which is 11,400 feet above the sea level. 

“at the clese of this second visit to Peru I went to Co- 
lombia. where I was most hospitably welcomed and re- 
ceived heartys assurances of Colombia's co-operation with 
the World's Fair. I had delayed placing myself in communi- 
eation with this government until¢then, owing to the fact 
that the revolution, afterwarg suppressed, was then in 
progress. 

“Traveling in the South American interior, such journeys 
as I made in Peru, Colombla and Ecuador, for instance, is 
difficult and dangerous. You leave railroads and all modern 
modes of travel behind you. In Colombia the longest rail- 
way system is but 6 miles in length, and this line was 
pullt and is owned and operated by Americans. The little 
sure-footed native horses, or better still. mules, must ‘be re- 
sorted to by the traveler who goes inland, The rivers and 
mountin streams are crossed on bridges of branches and 
reots or on trees felled so that, in falling, teey bridge the 
streem you desire to cross. 

‘The most interesting of the branch-and-root bridges that 
I saw was that over the Yucay, at’ Pinac, near Cuzco, and 
by far the most picturesque of the tree bridges was in what 


the highest large lake im the world. Boats and sails alike are 
made of the wood fiber, and the sails, when lowered, furnish 
shelter for the natives sleeping in the boats at night. They 
are exceedingly quaint and picturesque and I have seen noth- 
ine like them elsewhere. One need not be apprehensive of 
them plentiful on Lake Titicaca, practically an inland sea,

I have just returned from a two years’ stay in 
South America as World’s Fair Commissioner to 
the governments of Peru, Ecuador, Venezuela and 
Colombia. My mission was to interest these gov- 
ernments and their people in the World’s Fair for 
the purpose of assuring the making of competent

They are more than anxious to 
reveal to the world the natural wealth and re- 
sources * of their respective countries. I came into 


ef Peru, Ecuador, Colombia and Venezuela, but also 
with the governments of the various states, and 
received the most satisfactory assurances of co- 
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exceptional perfil in a cruise aboard a balea, as they are sea- 
worthy and the natives are skilful boatmen. 

“A singularly interesting formation, whether natural or 
the work of man is not known, is the Rodadero, a remarka- 
ble “rock slide” on the mountain peak near Cuzco. To use 
a homely Hlustration, the Rodadero looks like a washboard 
placed on edge sideways, the grooves running straight up 
and down. Its slides are about 2 feet in height. and it is a 
fuvorite native amusement to descend them in a sitting 
posture, a sort of toboggan experience without the toboggan- 
sled. Each groove or slide is worn smooth, but, unless one 
is reckless as to the condition of one’s trousers at the end 
of the slide, I should not advise an indulgence in “rodadero 
tobogganing,”’ as the rock surface is decidedly destructive to 
cloth. In my opfnion, the rodadero is a natural formation, 
the result of water falling over the rocks during some past 
period. 


Rich in Traces of the Incas. 


‘‘The interior town of Cuzco, in Peru, is rich in traces 
of the Incas and the Spanish conquerors of that country. 
The foundations of an ancient Temple of the Sun—the Incas 
were sun worshipers—still exist in Cuzco, and a Catholic 
church has been erected on these foundations. North of the 
public plaza in Cuzco is the ancient Inca citadel of Sacsa- 
huaman, a round-topped hill, just below the summit of 
which are three walled terraces.* A little lower are the 
ruins of an old Indian palace, and below the Spanish town, 
on the far side of the hill, are the remains of a fortress, 
bullt by the Incas, this being a work of almost incredible 
engineering skill. There are three rows of fortifications, 
about 500 yards long, one behind the other. These are con- 
structed of cyclopean stones, beautifully cut and placed to- 
gether with no mortar to bind them, but so well fitted one 
into the other that it is impossible to insert a knife blade 
between them. The quarry from which came these gigantic 
rocks is miles distant. The walls constructed of these 
great stones are not in the ordinary simple curve, but are 
built like a ratchet wheel, and the fortress must have been 
weel-nigh tmpregnable. 

“In Colombia there are emerald, platinum and gold mines 
of surpassing richness. I believe the richest gold mines in 
the world are located fhere. Much English and American 
capital is invested, the American capital being principally 
invested in the Department of Antioquia—a department be- 
ing the same as one of our states. The emerald mines are 


owned by the Colombian gevernment

O COME over from Ireland ‘‘for 
service’’ in the states; to be 
accepted as a candidate for a 

housemaid by a Philadelphia employ- 
ment agency; to go into service with a 
millionaire’s family; to be discharged, 
have that claim that she was the le- 
gal wife of the millionaire, and to 
have that claim practically established 
by an arrangement giving her dower- 
rights of about $1,000,000—this is the 
remarkable life-history of Mary Com- 
ey or, as she is known about her hand- 
some residence at No. 2549 North 
Highteenth street, Philadelphia, ‘‘ Mrs. 
John Lucas, widow of the Paint King.”’ 
- Just how much Mrs. Lucas will get

True, his will had made an annua! provision 
for her, but this was interpreted as merely a 
generous legacy from a whimsical old man to 
a faithful servant, rather than the due of his 
widow. 

The friends of the family and the eight sors 
and four daughters of John Lucas by his first 
wife were amazed when it was discovered that 
Judge James ©. Gordon, sttorney for Mary 
Lucas, had evidence showing that the old m lion- 
aire really regarded her as his wife. 

In the hands of J. Burwood Daly, also an at- 
torney for Mrs. Lucas, is an indorsement on a 
letter made by the millionaire with reference 
to an insurance policy which he started to take 
out on behalf of the woman. In this he said: 

“This is again an evidence of what I desired 
to do for you when taken away to the Great 
Unknown and with all I can dv you are never 
satisfied with me or with any one in any ca- 
pacity.

There is also a letter which Lucas is said to 
have written to bis former maid from Atlantic 
City. A lot of the old man’s money was put in 
impreyements at Atlantic City, by the way, and 
it was here that he died in August, 1901. His 
second wife was with him. 

“It is strange,.’’ he wrote, ‘‘that you should at 
any time doubt the truth of my affection for 
you, and abandon me as you did on the fourth, 
leaving me alone and disconsolate. I forgive, 
but I shall never forget, and confidence once 
gone is hard to restore. I wrote to ask you to 
come down again, and if I should engage the 
room at Waverly for you again at the first of 
this month.

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These were revelations of relationship which 
the family of the old miilionaire had never be- 
fore known. and thus it is that before the 
ease could be called for a trial before Judge 
Ferguson it was suddenly stopped with the 
announcement that a compromise had been 
made 

When Mary Comey first came to serve at the 
aristocratic Arch street residence of John Lucas 
she could be classified as “green.’’ She had re- 
cently landed in this country, and was of the 
average serving maid ciass who go to emplor- 
ment bureaus when they first get over to Amer- 
ica. Because ef her ungainliness it was not be- 
lieved that she would be a success as a maid, 
but the Lucases said thew won'd give her a trie. 
and she was forthwith installed. She was told 
her duties eventually would be of the house- 
keeping variety if she displayed the proper ca- 
pacity. 

There was nothing apparently fascinating 
about the new maid. She had a rather awk- 
ward way. Her hair was black and “‘straggly.”’ 
Hier manner was quiet, and she rarely talked, 
but when she did it was with such a rich Irish 
flavor to her accent that those who heard her 
laughed. 

Now, with a million in her grasp, she st!ll re- 
taims the Irish flavor te her voice and adheres 
to her old country customs. The millionaire’s 
firet wife had not been dead very long. She was 
a woman known socially in Philadelphia, was 
president of the Woman's Silk Culture Society of 


America, and one of the managers of the Chi- 
cago World's Fatr. 

The millionaire had elaborate memorials print- 
ed when his first wife died and sent them about 
to all friends of the family. He was more 
than three-score and ten years of age, but pre- 
served his former virility and boasted that he 
was as young as the youngest boy in his family. 

The new maid servant went at her duties in a 
mysterious, unostentatious way. The old man 
was absent from home a large part of his time, 
busy with the affairs of his great paint plant, 
which he had established in the early fifties, and 
looking after the communities which he estab- 
lished at Gibbsborough and Lucaston, N. J. It 
was not noticed that he paid especial attention 
to the new maid. 

After Mary Comey had been with the Lucas 
family about two months she was suddenly dis- 
missed.

None of his friends or the family would oredit 
the reports as to the visits of Lucas to the 
Bighteenth street house. These reports caused 
special alarm at Gibbsborough It was here that 
his main paint plant | located, and here that 
he had laid out a pictu ue spot of 40 acres, 
surrounding a large lake,/about which he had 
built a mansion for each ‘of his sons. This com- 
munity which he had founded was greatly 
startied when it was announced that Lucas had 
planned a trip to Jamaica and that Mary Comey 
would be his companion.
